This day advices were received from Sierra-Leone, 
dated the 1ft of November, by which it appears, that 
the colony was in good health, and that the rainy 
feafon had paffed without the death of any European. 

A faétory had been lately eftablifhed by the Com- 
pany in a neighbouring river, the Rio Pongas, with 
‘+ - “stew of maintaining the intercourfe lately opened 
with the kingdom of the Foulahs, to the capital of 
which, fituated about 300 miles inland, a finall body 
of new colonifts, who carry with them the arts of 
civilized life, are on the point of embarking from 
tins country.” ; 

It appears by

endeavours, had happily been defeated “through tht 

ood will of feveral natives. 

The following is an extract from the information 

furnifhed by the Company’s faGor on this fubject :

They then offered my fatdlord 
four flaves and a puncheon of rum, if he wouldagree 
to déftroy the Conipany’s factory, or if he would 
permit them to deftroy it. 

“The natives who were prefent heard thefe thincs 
with indignation, and told ‘the flave-traders inplain 
terms, that they lied, that they Were all bad men, 
and that the Sierra-Leone Company’s people trothled 
no ove.

It appears by an account received from Rio Pon- 
pas, dated two months after the former account, that 
‘Akimamee Sadoo, King of the Foulahs, having heard 
of the attempt made by the flave-traders to deftroy 
the Company’s factory, fent a meffage in the follow- 
ina terms: ** If them white flave-traders in the Rio 
Pongas go for to do bad to the Company’s factory, 
you need only fend to let Alimamee Sadoo know It, 
and he will fend plenty of people to chaltize them 
for their impertinence.”’

is requefted for it. To the North 
wall of the chancel is affixed the 
monument, which is of white mar=" 
ble. The infcription is as follows: 


“ To the memory 
of WatTeze SerxocoLtpD, efq. only fon of 
the late Rev. Walter Serocold, captain 
in his Majefty’s navy, 

flain at the fiege of Calvi, in Corfica, 

July virz. mM pecxety, 
aged XXXVI. 

The three furviving fifters ereéted this 
monument as a token of affeétion for the 
beft of brothers. The public lofs may be 
eftimated from’the following extra& of 
Advrairal Lord Hood’s official letter: © but 
I have to lament, and which I do moft 
fincerely, the lofs of a very able and value 
able officer, Capt. Serocold,) who was 
killed by a grape-fhot while getting the 
laft gun in its place, foon after the enemy 
had difcovered our battery. The king has 
not & more meritorious young captain in 
his majefty’s fervice. 

He commanded the floating battery 
which was burnt by red-hot grape-fhot 
before Baftia, 
and afterwards ferved with infinite reputatioa 
at the batteries on-fhore. 
Independent of my regard and efteem 
for him, I feel his lofs a public one. 
Hoop.” 


Under the infcription are the 
arms of Serocold impaled with ano= 
ther coat. (Surely a miftake, as 
the captain was not married.) The 
arms of Serocold, Parted per chev. 
Arg. and Sa. in baie a tower pro- 
per, in chief two fleurs-de-lis. 
The other coat, Arg. a chevron Sa. 
between three crefcents. Probably 
his maternal coat: if fo, they 
fhould have borne quarterly, and 
not impaled.

Your correfpondent gives even the 
Literary World too much credit, when 
he fuppofes they always enquire into 
the juftice of fatirical remarks. They, 
like the reft of the world, are fond of 
perfonal fatire (é/pecially on their ri- 
vals in literary. purfuits); but they 
are as littie inclined to wade through 
the controverfies which arife from it. 
Satire, it is true, lofes its edge when 
dire&ted againf{t works of eftablifhed 
celebrity. But when it condemns wri- 
tings which, whatever may be their 
worth, have not yet, from the circum- 
ftances of the times, obtained univer- 
fal notice, it may tend, for a time at

thing that can be made appear to fa- 
vour fuch an hy potheltis evidently con~ 
rributes in irs meafure to the fame end. 
Wherefore, the time and labour em- 
ployed in efiab-ifhing a text which, 
though not neceffary ty one fide, moft 
pointedly condemns theother, by whofe 
tenets the fanGiions of the Gofpel are 
weakened, cannot be mifapplied. And, 
fince in this brief difquifitton noching 
extraneous to the paint in queftion wall 
be admuted, I fhould hope-no reader 
will think the minutes, requ fate for rhe 
perufal 


poetry will approve itfelf, but’ not to the 
lovers of conceit and falfe ornament. He 
is pleafant, perhaps too fevere, upon thofe 
perfons who think the verfes were intended 
to be a vehicle for the notes, which he de- 
clares not to be the fact., His praife given 
to Mr, Rofcoe is rather too frong ; but who 
could withhold his applanfe from the ele- 
gant hiftorian of the Revival of Literature ? 
T think 7 have’ numbered nearly. thirty 
perfons to whom either the whole poem, 
or parts of it, have been afcribed. I do 
not choofe to print the names, as it might 
be injurious, as well as difagreeable, to the 
learned and able gentlemen who are fuf- 
pected, perhaps without any foundation 
for the charge. I cannot think that a great 
dramatic author, who has been fpoken of 
with more than ordinary emphafis, is quite 
equal to it. {tis totally different from his 
general ftyle of writing. I could difcufs 
the claims of many othergentlemen, but I 
would not offend by a minute invef- 
tigation. As matter of mere converfation, 
any gentleman’s name may be difcuffed ; 
but it is a ferious thing to priut a mame with 
no other than mere vague prefumptive evi- 
dence. For my own part, I do not profefs 
to have a weli-founded conjeéiure con- 
cerning this writer. Men of a general li- 
tevary defcription, like this author, are 
more difficult to point-out, than thofe who 
are only politicians of a particular party. 
Mr. Burke has been named as Junius upon 
fomething which, { think, approaches to 
proof; and the author ofthe Heroic Epif- 
tle to Sir W. Chambers has been generally 
conceived to be Mr. Mafon. The very 
temper, politicks, and tafte, of thefe two 
gentlemen. feemed to point them out 
ftrongly. But, in ‘The Purfuits of Lite- 
rature,’ the fields are fpacious and unboun- 
ded through which the author traverfes ; 
the politicks which he profeffes are too 
general to circumfcribe him, or define 
the men with whom he lives or a&s (as In 
the cafe of Junius) ; ‘his fubjeNs are univer- 
fal, in theology, morality, criticifm, the 
Belles Lettres, and in every department of 
learning which is either ufeful, recondite, 
or ornamental. Here and there an anec- 
dote is not fufficiently correct, and fome- 
times indeed I have obferved he has filently 
seyifed them. Some names are inferted 
on particular occafions, which had better 
been omitted. But this is always the cafe 
in fatire. His fears concerning the Emi- 
grant Priefts, and all the French of every 
defcription, are ftrong ; and { fhould fear 
that they are too well founded-in general, 
and fhould be attended to. His languageis 
uncommonly bold and: ftrong on this fub- 
ject. We are fallen upon the times of 
terror in every thing which affeéts Govern- 
ment and focjal happinefs, The preachers 
of unqualified tolerance of all opinions, Vol- 
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taire, d’Alembert, Condorcet, and all the 
tyrannical French philofopbizirz crew; 
have fhewn, both in their own perfons and 
in thofe of their difciples, THaT perfecution 
and cruelty are lawful when Religion and Re- 
gal power are to be defiroyed, or the profiffion 
of any Religion is to be annihilated or difcoun= 
tenanced. Such is the “tolerance of French 
Philofophy; and fuch is the peace they give 
to the cottage, and the fraternity with 
which they embrace their friends. For my 
own part, I feel myfelf under many obli- 
gations to this author, for his various and 
uncommon exertions. He has fhewn to 
the publick, diftin@ly and at large, in what 
manner, and by what men, and by what 
authors, they have been deceived. He has 
fhewn how they have attempted to ener- 
vate the mind by trifling purfuts, or to 
bewilder it by fophiftry, or confound and 
aftonith by paradox, and fometimes by 
downright nonfenfe. He has fhewn the 
weaknefs as well as the wickednefs of all 
their endeavours. This is the true ufe of 
Learning and Poetry, when they are 
brought forth to fupport government, re~ 
ligion, fociety, good manners, and literce 
ture, and to guard mankind trom open and 
infidious attacks upon them all,-in a time 
like the prefent, perilous ané@ uncertain 
beyond all example, 

“If there isa fingle book now extant 
which fhould be ftudied. carefully, from 
the tendency and high-bearing of the 
foundeft and beft principles, facred, poli- 
tical, and literary, and from the manner of 
holding forth whatever the public ought to 
know for their approbation or for their 
cenfure and everlafting contempt, I {cruple 
not to affirm, that book is § The Purfuits 
of Literature.’ Yours, &c.

But this is not the only inftance of 
the grofs miflake or mifreprefentation 
of this author. 

In the preface. to the [Vth and aft 
part of his work, p. 220, printed in 
July, 1797, he fays, 

4¢©In England the French priefts, ina 
body, have been cha/éd. from the King’s 
houfe at Winchefler ; and it appears that a 
fum of FIVE HUNDRED and FoRTY thou- 
fand pounds (in capitals) has been iffued 
for the ufe of the French emigrants, fa- 
ered and profane, in the courfe of the year 
1796.. This is ratified by a vote of Par- 
liament.” 

And, in the note; 

« Thus are the fervices of the French 
Emigrants, facred and profane, annually 
requited by the munificence of the Brinth 
Parliament.” 

Again, in a note, p. 301, 

«‘ The reader may be furprifed, but he 
will find by the papers laid on the table of 
the Houfe of Commons, on the art of 
“December; 1796; that. nolefs a fum than 
*40,coo!. was iffued, in one year, for the 
French priefts and Emigrants,. /acred and 
profane.” 

For the truth of this fa& the author 
refers to ** Woodfall’s Parliamentary 
Regifter, 1796, vol. I. p. 524.” Know- 
ing this was not fo, I endeavoured to 
refer to his authority, but could find 
no fiich work as Woodfall’s Parliamen- 
tary Regifter for 1796; and, on ex- 
amining his Debates for that period, 
can find no fuch ftatement in the page 
referred to; but, whatever may be the 
miftake in the page or title of his au- 
thority referred to, there is no doubt 
that the faét irfelf isa miftake. It ap- 
pears from the Treafury warrants 
themfelves; which | have examined, 
that the whole fum granted’ to the 
French Emigrants, Clergy and Laity, 
up to Dec. 31ft, 1796, ts 482,9481. 
7s. 6d. It is not denied that this isa 
large fum for this fervice ; but then their 
great numbers, the cruel manner in 
which they were driven, at the point of 
the bayonet, into this country; the vox 


circumttance of their being maintained 
fo Jon& a period as 14 months by the 
voluntary contributions of Individuals, 
at an expenceé of above 80,600l. fhews 
firongly the general feeling of the pub- 
lick on this head ; add to which; that; 
in the vaFlons confliéts of parties, from 
their firft arrival here in Septembér 
179z to the prefent day, the equity 
and propyiéty of this meafure have 
not been gquettioned in Parliament ; 
hay, it has been mentioned, by fome 
members of Oppofition, as matrer of 
complaint againft the Minifter, that 
he bas foméetimes fuffered thefe mife- 
rable men to wait too long for the 
pittance that had been allotted to 
them. 

But now, it feems, the proper time is 
arrived, not only for ftating this na~ 
tional aét of Chriflian charity in thé 
moft invidious colours, but for exag- 
gerating the fums that have been pran- 
ted to them, and for depreciating the 


gratitude of thofe on whom they aré- 


befiowed. 

Tam fure, this indifctiminate cen- 
fure will nut be approved of by candid 
men of any party or of any religion: 
If any undeferving perfons partake of 
thisi.national bounty; let them be 
firuck off the lift, whether of the 
Clergy or of the Laity; but do not let 
them all be condemned for the acts of 
a few individuals : let us rather fay 
with Dr. Sturges that, 

“ It is furély but juitice to thefe ‘unfor- 
tunate men, “ fuff rers for that religion 
which they profeffed and admipiftered 
under the antient laws of their, Country; 
not to give a ready admiffion to all com- 
plaints agamft them without proper infor- 
mation or proof; or, if there were any 
real ground for complaint, not to exagge- 
rate it beyond its juft dimenfions, and 
thereby to increafe the popular’ diflike 
towards them: The genéral prejudice of 
Englifhmen againft their church and na- 
tion, their long ftay, their maintenance by 
this country, and the exceflive price of the 
necefflaries of life, concurring with it, have 
already raifed this diflike to an alarming 
degree, a degree by which they are conti= 
ually expofed to infults, and their perfo- 
nal fafety often endangered. It furely be 
comes the wifer and moré temperate part 

of 
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Catholic bifhop for mere Catholic pur- 
pofes.’ Purfuits of Literature, p. ILI. 
p. 156, & feg. 

He would likewife infinuate in a 
note, and ia his introdudtory letter to 
the laft edition, p..17, that they have 
been -difperfed jince that warning was 
given; whereas the faét is, that orders 
were given for their removal early in 
September, 1796, and the removal ac- 
tually took place in that andthe fol- 
towing month. Thus, whatever was 
the reafon of their removal, it certainly 
was not in confequence of this ** warn- 
ing,? which was not publifhed till 
two or three months afterwards. 

But the author is not conteat with 
his own. mifreprefentations ; he very 
kindly, with, much earneftnefs, refers 
the reader in his note, p. 158, to a 
* Betterto the Marquis.of Bucking- 
ham on the exprefs Subject of the au- 
merous Emigrant French Priefs, bya 
Layman ;” printed in 1796; who fays, 
p. 8, 

“¢ They ‘dre fet upon an ieminence 23 2 
eollége of Romifh pricits; they are them- 
felves the judges of their own fitnefs or 
anfitnefs for their admuiffton into the King’s 
houfe, and when and where the members 
may be difperfed tothe beft advantage, and 
by whom beft replaced.— You would ima- 
gine that Emigrants fuppled their place. 
Nil horum—no verbofe and tedious epiftle 
from the Bfhop of St. Pol de Leon; but 
letters of admitfion, not only for Emi- 
grants, but for boys and Engli/h natives; for 
Catholicks and Papifts born in this country, 
under the fame epifcopal fignature.’? 


Bar, fays the Letter-writer, ‘ the 
King’s hovfe at Winchefter is to be 
evacuated ;”” and, in a note, “if the 
French priefts fhould have been remo- 
ved from the King’s houfe when this 
etter is publifhed (which was the 
cafe), this “is an exact flatement of 
their proceedings when they were 
there.” It is an exact flatement of the 
reports that were induftrionfly circu- 
kated in the early part of 1796; but 
which, as has been before ttaced, were 
completely refuted by.Dr. Sturges’s 
Enquiry. 

But the author might-have referred 
to-a writer of equal authority with the 
Ferter-writer, namely, to himfelf, and 
who, I believe, are ail'three one and 
the fame ‘perfon, though tio layman, 
as they pretend, He fays, in a note 
to his epiftle from Kien Long, p. 
34, 155 

Jt is notorious that the King’s Houle 
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at Winchefler is a facred college; it is the 
head-quarter of the Catholic caufe in this 
country; afeminary where néar one thor- 
fand Romith priefts are publicly main- 
tained; where ordinations, converfion:, 
inftructions, and all the bufinefs of their 
dark divan, are held,” &e. 

Ard, again, 

‘6 Tt is well known that the whole col~ 
ledtion of thefe priefts now confifts of oF 
abovevone third (if fo msuch) of the,originat 
Emigrants ; the remainder being zow fupe 
plied with boy-priefis, who are not ¥mt- 
grants, pert and infolent to the, members of 
our Eitablifhed Church, without the leatt 
gratitude for the unequalled and inconfi- 
derate protection which they receive from 
the State.” 


Now, undoubtedly, all this would 
be very indecent and very alarming ; 
but, fortanately, this mratter is totally 
mifreprefented. See the letter of Dr. 
Sturges ; who fays, 

“Here had been, as we all knew, three 
ordinations; but the laft was two years 


ago. Otie was by the Bifkop of Sc. Pol de 
Leon ; the only one he has holden in Eng- 
Jand. Jn all thefe three the number of 


perfons. advanced was thirty-three, ‘from 
feven French diocefes ; thirty-twosof thefe 
weve before irrevolably fixed in the eccle- 
fiattical profeflion, and the remaining one 
was appointed to a low-order, which did 
net fix him, but teft him .at hberty to be- 
take himfelf to ‘any other way ‘of life. 
This: account of the ordinations féems te 
mie to do away the offenfive prt of them; 
which. was, that, without neceffity, there 
being no funétions for fuch perfens whea 
oidained to perform, fro¢b men fhould be 
engaged; in the vecclefattical profefiion, 
and be made to fubfift, ds fuch, on the 
charity of this country, being precluded 
thereby from gaining their. fubfiftence -by 
any other means.

Purfuits of Literature has ap- 
peared; filence, on my part, may now 
be conftrued into conviction and 
affent; but conviion is to be ace 
quired by folid argument, and affent 
fhould only be granted where truth I$ 
well fupported.

Our au- 
thor is not often ungrammatical ; he 
may be fometimes obfcure ; but this 
obfcurity is done away in the Notes $ 
he is feldom feeble, never yulgar.

Religion; but he denies that he has 
affifted the caufe of Virtue. Thecon- 
nexion is indiffoluble; one. cannot be 
advanced withoat the other is bene- 
fited; and I am unwilling to refufe 
the men, who fglemnly protefts his 
éarnefinefs in the good part he has 
chofen +, the praife of being aétuated 
by pure intentions and confcious duty. 
It has been faid on another occafion, 
and it may be repeated on this, *‘ if a 
writer fall among enemies, and can- 
not give the marks of their confcience, 
he'is knocked down before the rea- 
fons of his own are heard,’ Dryden. 

That ridicule and obloquy are caft 
almoft indifcriminately on every cha- 
raéter, is a ‘grofs mifreprefentation. 
Vice, not the man, is the objeé& of 
¢enfure {, and merit finds a due eu- 
logium. Hear the ‘author’s own 
words : : 
6¢ O€tavjus ; yes, it is, it fhall be mine, 
With praife appropriate ftill to grace“ my 

line.” Part IV. L. 578; 
Among others, on whom is beftowed 
a joft tribute of applaufe, are Burke, 
Cowper, Giffard, Bryant, Rumford, 
Rofcoe, Melmorh, Cumberland, Mau- 
yiee, Watfon, &c. &c, 

For thofe miferable and defenceélefs 
beings who have thrown themfelves 
on our charity, as men, as Englifh- 
men, I truft, we all feel. But let us 
not forget Burfelves. Let us be cau- 
tious what we cherifh in our bofoms; 
and- when the trumper of © alarm is 
founded, and time feems pregnant 
with horror, te which we cannot even 
look forward ‘without apprehenfion;

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our land and foes to our religion, alex 
ready raifed to enter the heart, 

The next part of your correfpon~ 
dent’s letter which claims my notice 
cootains his remarks on the Literary 
Fond. The allufion to this inftitu- 
tion in the note, P. 13, Part IV, is fo 
diftant and indireét, that the writer 
of it could not mean to bring the chae 
rity Imto contempt: and even Candie 
dus hefitates to fay whether a gentle 
man there named, or the Inftitution 
itfelf, is the particular obje&t of re 
mark. Every reader will allow it is 
only a playful obfervation on the po- 
etical Barrifter; I mean no difrefpecét 
to that writer; his works have afford 
ed me much pleafure; I elteem his 
abilities. The Literary Fund is not 
vilified; and there is nothing in the 
whole note which can jaftify the accu- 
fation of malignity. 

Had my letter been read with that 
attention which was due to it, if i¢ 
called for the ferious reply of Candi. 
dus, I fhould not have been charged 
with a defence of anonymous abu/e. 
Our author, it fhould be remembered, 
attacks works already inthe hands of 
the publick, and marks down as fair 
game opinions which have been made 
known ta the world. If fuch > are 
founded on the firm bafis of moral 
reftitude, if they really affift the caufe 
of fcience, his fatire will lofe its edge, 
and be defervedly negleé&ted; if, on 
the contrary, they ‘are degrading and 
infulting to virtue, or tend only tothe 
pervernon of learning, they demand 
reprobation, they merit the feverity 
of-the correfting fcourge. The au- 
thority of names can add no force 
to argument; the demonftrations of 
Euclid wonid not be lefs perfect were 
the author yet unknown. Does thé 
Literary world then make no enquiry 
concerning the juftice of this fatire, 
when the’ work‘at large confeffedly 
bears thofe marks of erudition which 
claim its attention? Superficial rea- 
ders are not likely to perufe fuch a 
publication; and the {fcientific and 
Virtuous are not eafily biafled and 
mifled. 

‘Though I have been called, Sir, 
to make thefe remarks, from the mo- 
tives I have before named, J am aware 
the aét may draw upon me the charge 
of prefumption. My efforts are weak 5 
and the author of the Purfuits of Lite« 
yature requires no auxiliary defence; 
hig own work will {ufficien' ly refute 


mot 
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moft of the objeétions which have 
heen hitherto urged againft it by his 
affailants. This I fhall now leave 


: them to difle&. For an anfwer to the 


Jaft queftion-of your correfpondent, I 
with him to turn to the advertifement 
to the fecond part. [I could wifh too, 
that the candid man would impartially 
confer the author’s defign, and the 
general objeéts of fatire. I have yet 
found no proof that “ he fet down 
to his work-without any other deter- 
minate object than to throw ridicule 
or obloquy upon as many perfons as 
he could think of ;?? that he is “a 
dark affaffin,” “a malignant libeller,” 
ove who: * violates every principle’ of 
eandour and juflice,” who is §* promp= 
ted by a bafe and unfeeling heart.” 

In conclufion, I am not a blind ad- 
mirer of the writer of the Purfuits of 
Literature.
